3. Claims 1 -55 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest a self-verifying 
voting system having a voting station comprising, among other things, a computer with 
at least one display device, at least one device to accept voting input from a voter, at 
least one data storage device, and sufficient memory to provide for the operation of a 
computer program in which the computer program runs; a printer connected to the 
computer for printing an election ballot according to which the voter voted; a ballot 
scanning means for reading the votes on the printed ballot printed according to the 
election ballot which the voter voted so that the votes shown on the printed ballot are 
compared by the computer program with the votes recorded in the computer for the 
voter; a means for connecting the ballot scanning means to the computer; and a means 
for tabulating the printed ballots generated by the voting station. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
